The “thirty-day poll” is a canvase made thirty 
days before the election. Henry C. Payne, vice- 
chairman of the Republican National Committee, 
made the assertion that Indiana is,no longer doubt- 
ful, while Senator Hanna sat across the room and 
The claiming of Indiana is the best possible proof 
that the Republicans are confident of victory Novem- 
ber 6. The State always has been a puzzle in Presi- 
dential campaigns, for the fight has been close, and 
neither party has been certain of carrying it until the 
votes were counted. 
Since 1872, Indiana has alternately been in the Re- 
publican and Democratic columns in Presidential 
years.
